London, May 18.--Sir Edwin Arnold, de- 
eoribing from Moscow in te-morrow’s Tele 
graph the arrival of tho Czar and Czarina at 
Smoleneki station, writes:- Never were such 
spleadid or various uoiforms seca together, 
except in Rassias, In this rich aneemble of 
saporb soldierly attire, Circassian and Cos- 
agck uniforma relieved the famjliar coats of 
tho lancers, dragoons, hussars ‘acd guards. 
mev. When the cavalry guards Were drawn 
up in line, with their fino band behind them 
and their eabres all naked, 8 long, loud 
about arose, The train drow up, and the 
twa Grand Dokes, Visdimir and Aloxis, 
followed by a gleaming, glittering band of 
magnates advanced, borehoaded, with low 
bore to tho door of the imperial carriage, 

The Czar descended and assisted the 
Czatinn to alight, His majesty wore & 
noiform of grean, with a General's cap. Tho 
Empress hed « traveling dress of sheeny 
white, usder a tichly embroidered cloak. 
Their bands wera humbly kissed, Uhlon- 
mueio called to.attention end the imperial 
pair passod together down 2 line of splendid 
soldiers, The bands played the etirring 
notes of the national anthem, while sslates 
wore exohanged and reports briefly made 
and accepted, The brilliant crowd then 
parted to allow tho Emperor and Emprass to 
move to their grand carriage of etate, They 
retired and the Ublans and Cossucke quickly 
formed a front and rear guard to the royal 
equipsge, which whirled’ away to tho 
Petrovaky palace amid renowed cheers from 
the wet but delighted Muscovites, who were 
quite happy now that they brad .soon their, 
‘oung aud well-beloved Czar, ’

a birthday, this being the anniversary of the 
birth of the Czar, and the 6th of Jace belog 
that of the Czaring.

, or Received at 7 p.m., or as the case 
may be, and forward it, without any 
othor writing whatever, to the Postmastor 
General. This action should be taken the 
firat timo cause of complaint oceurs ; it is a 
mistake to let such matters pass for fear of 
giving trouble, a course which generally 
gives moro troubls in the ond.
